To Cool a Eoom in Summs 



Australians will appreciate the hint con- 
tained hi the following paragraph ; — During 
the excessive heat of summer, when sitting 
within doors is even move conducive to dis- 
comfort than walking at a moderate pace out 
of doors, it may be useful to .bear in mind a 
simpleapplication— practicable by anyone— of 
a natural law, which will enable a professional 
man to write without the slightest inconveni- 
ence from the heated atmosphere. Every 
child at school learns something about the in- 
fluence of water in modifying climate, and 
any person, however ill-informed, who lias 
passed through a fluricultural exhibition, ora 
building like the Crystal Palace, must have 
noticed how deliciously coo! and refreshing 
the atmosphere - always in in tho immediate 
neighbourhood of fountains playing. Just 
the same general lowering of our temperature 
may be produced in any private sitting-room, 
without the expense of fouutains. A basin, 
or a dish large enough to present a large sur- 
face, filled with water, and 1 placed on the 
centre of a table in the forepart of the day 
is amply suffieent for the purpose ; the writer 
has even found an ordinary glass tumbler full 
of water renewed once (late in the afternoon) 
potential enough when he sat all tho dav 
engaged in reading and writing in a a mail 
study, on the hottest day we have had during 
four years past. The hot air takes up the 
water in the form of atmospheric vapour, and, 
enacting in little the part of tho clouds, 
difluses the greater coolness of the water 
throughout the room until both air and water 
aye at the same point ; when that is attained, 
if tho heat of the day be not, spent, the water 
needs renewing, (if course, the effect dons 
not. depend upon any spocilie forai of vessel. 
This may be plain, or it may be orruimuntal ; 
it may take the form of a table decoration ; it 
may even -this hint for the ladies and for 
artists— be a species of well, with a flower-pot 
springing from the centre, the welcome per- 
fumes of which shall he borne together with 
cooling influences by the water-charged air; 
there is only one condition imperative — viz.,' 
that free contact of air and water over the 
whole surface of the latter shall not be ob- 
structed . — Home JYews.

On Thursday lest, in accordance with an 
advertisement which appeared in the. Pro- 
vincial Government Gazette ' in March, al 
meeting of practical miners, chosen from the 
Various Miners’ Associations throughout the 
Province, was held in the Athenaeum at] 
Clyde; to adjudicate upon the merits, of the 
several plans submitted for an improved 
gold-saving apparatus, and to. 'name thd in- 
ventor, if any, deserving of the £250 bonus 
offered. The following gentlemen were 
named as the judges, and put in. an appear- 
ance at the hour appointed : — W. L. Simp- 
son, Esq., Warden, Clyda, who acted as 
Chairman ; Messrs J. Ewing, St. Bathans ; 
James Crombie, Bannockburn ; Thos. Shan- 
non, Naseby ; G. B. Douglas, Cromwell ; 
and W. Greonbank, Drybread. 

D. MacKellar, Esq,, Goldfields Secretary, 
opened the proceedings by producing the 
Government Gazette with the advertisement, 
explained the objects of the convention, and 
having produced the plans and specifications 
of the inventors, then left. Mr J. Ewing 
was appointed secretary to the meeting. As 
will be seen, none of the plans submitted 
were considered worthy of the bonus ; a 
short description of each will therefore 
suffice. 

No. 1, from William Green, of Switzers. 
This consisted of one of the ordinary tail- 
boxes with iron plates now in uso, to which 
was attached a puddling-box containing re- 
volving harrows, driven by a small water- 
wheel. This box was covered by a sheet of 
plain iron as an apron to shoot off the heavy 
debris. The wheel was driven by the water 
from the aforesaid tail-box, but the power 
was evidently miscalculated, and generally 
the model was deemed inapplicable to the 
present system of Bluicing operations. 

No. 2, from Alexander Mills, of Hampden. 
This was a most elaborate plan; -The in- 
ventor stated in his specification that the 
whole machine weighed only one ton, could 
be easily transported to any pari of the gold- 
fields, and the tailings, if found to be in the 
road, — and truly this appeared quite pro- 
bable, — could be removed by carts, etc. As 
might be imagined, these peculiar properties 
of the invention secured its rejection. 

No. 3, from George Reisler, of Queenstown. 
This was a plan of false bottoms woven out 
of fencing wire, covering brushwood or scrub 
for retaining the gold. It appeared to be in- 
tended principally for cradles. The inventor 
stated the bottoms as described would last 
six iuonths, but the judges were of opinion 
that in the generality of claims now in work 
they would not last 48 hours. Rejected. 

No. 4, from Alfred Keene, address not 
given on plan. This was a tail-box with iron 
diagonal fluted bottoms, and an under-cur- 
rent side-sluice leading backwards from end 
of box, supplied only by the water escaping 
from under the fluted perforated bottoms. 
The reasons adduced for the rejection of this 
plan were : the additional fall at end of race 
required to provide for puddling the stuff at 
j the head of box ; ditto to provide for side- 
sluice ; and also the great probability of the 
flutes weariug out very quickly from the re- 
sistance offered to the hard material operated 
on in the generality of claims now at work, 
thus destroying any advantage they might 
have over the level-plated bottoms at present 
in use. 

No. 5, from J. H. Doidge, Grahamstown, 
This, like the last described, was an excel- 
lently drawn and elaborate plan, but totally 
useless. for hydraulic mining on a large scale. 
This was the only one in which the use of 
mercury was introduced. It might be used 
beneficially in beach workings or shallow 
ground where water was scarce, and hand 
labor for feeding might be found to pay, but 
otherwise it was not at. all adapted for hy- 
draulic mining in Otago. 

This being the last plan submitted, the 
Commission, after some discussion, delivered 
their verdict, “That none of the plans sub- 
mitted came within the conditions of the 
specifications, and were consequently not en- 
titled to the bonus of £250 offered by the 
the Provincial Government." Mr Keene’s 
plan was the only one which appeared worthy 
of consideration from an Otagan point of 
view. The principle is not a bad one, if it 
was applicable to the present phases of gold-' 
sluicing in Otago, but this did not appear to 
be the case. It was stated at the meeting 
that the average yield iu many good claims 
now at work did not exceed three grains (!) 
per ton, and that the quantity of gold lost

A very great deal iu said in 
the Observer about a water supply for the town, 
and how that Councillor Hornsby has pledged 
himself to secure it, and who is made to appear 
a very hero in the columns of this precious jour- 
nal. Now I would ask this much : Can Coun- 
cillor Hornsby achieve more than anybody else, 
when there is lacking the means to go to work 
With ? The desirability of procuring a perma- 
nent water supply for the town was mooted long 
before Councillor Hornsby came to the district, 
and its not being an accomplished fact is because 
we have never possessed the money. It is .all 
verv Well to say that we can borrow like Crom- 
well. We are not iu a position to do so, nor 
have we the powers, while at the same time we 
have scarcely been ill existence sufficiently long 
to possess them, and We do not want to borrow 
money so inconsiderately as our Queenstown 
neighbours have done. Who, having forgotteu all 
about their paying powers when they pnssesse l 
themselves of Mr Robertson's property in tho 
One and Two-Mile water races, are now upon 
the stool of repentance, devising schemes how 
they can discharge his little hill of £1(100, which 
they are compelled to do by virtue of a ma'nlamui 
issued by the Supreme Court, As to arranging 
with the Arrow River Company for the wrier 
from the flood race they are now constructing, it 
is absurd : it would only he tail-water, ami 
could never be brought into the town at a suffi- 
ciently high level to prove useful to the inhabi- 
tants. 1 will allow that a supply of water can 
be brought into tho town, and at a reasonable 
cost, hut time and patience can only accomplish 
it, and Councillor Hornsby, when he seeks tn 
emulate Sir Julius Vogel, only makes himself 
the more ridiculous ; better, therefore, to con- 
fine himself to that sphere best suite l for tho 
display of his peculiar abilities. In the matter 
of Christenson’s contract, which Councillor 
Hornsby so systematically opposes and proclaims 
to the world that the Council will lose £100 on, 
to say that the forming and gravelling of twenty- 
one chains of Berksliire-street, tn be centred 
with a coating of gravel thirty-six feet wide and 
one foot deep, for the sum of £175, is an extrava- 
gant figure, is an absurdity. Where was ever 
so much work undertaken for the money ? Even 
if wc had have modified the specifications, the 
amount of any fresh tenders Would have been 
very much the Bame, and considering that the 
Government contributed £75 towards the job, 
the majority of t.he Council did wisely in accept- 
ing Mr Christenson's tender, while it would have 
been most unfair, as well as made them look 
ridiculous in the eyes of the public, fo have re- 
jected it. The fact is, Councillor Hornsby is 
being led away by outsiders who are doing all 
they can to damage the Municipality, and who, 
at a previous meeting of the Council, held in the 
Library Hall, rolled a cask of stale beer, left, 
over from an auc ion sale, into an ilnte-mom. and 
thare, with all the riff-raff they could gather, 
drank up its contents to idiotic scrapings on an 
enlarged description of fiddle known as a base 
viol, creating such an unearthly din as to bring 
the deliberations of the Council to a premature 
close. Not a word was ever s ml about this in 
the report of the meeting fnrniJied by the Ob- 
server. But I have done now, and [ hope that 
my brother Councillo s ami the citizens of Arrow- 
town will treat the Oh-erre)'. its pioprietorv, and 
all the calumniators of the Town Council, whose 
interests it represents, with tho cintoinpt thev 
deserve. Iu the meantime, it behoves n ! l well- 
disposed people to do their host to -id the place 
of such an unmitigated abortion as that delight- 
ful newspaper production denominated the Arrow

' We have had some wet weather since my 
last, but it is fine again, and shows indica- 
tions of an early Spring. Tliere is a heavy 
coat of snow on the higher mountains. 

We are anxiously awaiting the results of 
the Phoenix crushing. The tributere expect 
an average of five ounces to the ton. , The 
prospecting party at Arthur’s Point are driv- 
ing on a false bottom ; they are in about 40 
• feet, and expect to be able to decide what 
their present level is like in a few days. ThB 
aide of the mountain on which the supposed 
lead runs is a great landslip, caused it is 
supposed by the ancient river-bed having 
been eaten into the soft mica schist. A 
young, man, called Thomas Hancock, met 
with his death in a tunnel under this slip 
last week. The miners worked without in- 
termission from 9 a.m. on Friday to 4 p.m. 
on Saturday to get him out. The excitement 
was very great, as he was heard speaking up 
to 6 o’clock on Saturday morning. But the 
slide was so wet that it came into the drive 
almost as quickly as it could be removed. 
Within about four feet of the deceased, a 
rock was found to have fallen through, and 
before it could be broken up he was dead, 
The rock had forced the false set forward on 
the face of the drive and thus saved him for 
a considerable time, It is supposed that he 
got smothered by the water and mud, which 
had accumulated quicker than they could be 
removed. 

The Patrick Kerin land case is settled on 
the report of tlie District Land Officer, Mr 
Beetham. Any person taking the trouble to 
read up the history of this case will at once 
see how injurious it would be to the public | 
interest to periodically remove the Wardens. 
A new officer would be months deliberating ; 
among conflicting statements and interests 
before he would get a full knowledge of the 
matter, while Mr Beetham’s local knowledge 
and experience settle the dispute at once. 
Many other cases where the interests of the 
ublic conflict with those of individuals could 
e adduced to prove that these officials should 
have a most extensive and thorough local 
knowledge. The fact that out of a popula- 
tion of over 2000, sixty or seventy only could 
be got to sign the petition of the Daily Times • 
Toporter for their removal, shows that the 1 
public, and especially the miners, are aware 
of this. Allowing the public, or any portion j 
of it, to influence the position of police, ma- ; 
gistrates, or judges, would soon bring the 
administration of justice to the American ; 
level. 

A few miners, about thirty, held a meet- 
ing at Skippers last week to complain to the 
Government that their Court was not held at 
regular intervals. This is quite right, though 
I know for a fact that the miners in any im- 
portant case find it cheaper to come to 
Queenstown than fee lawyers to go to Skip- 
pers ; still if there is any hardship it ought 
to be redressed. This was all very well, had 
they stopped there. But they actually passed 
a vote of confidence in Mr Shepherd, 
M. H.R. , and one of want of confidence in 
Mr MacKellar, Gold6elds Secretary. Is it 
■surprising that thoughtful politicians contem- 
•plaie the withdrawal of the miners’ franchise? 
'.The people on the Bpot, numbering about 
400 miners, allow a few to thus bring con- 
tempt on their whole community, and compel- 
people to say that the miners as a rule send 
men to legislate for them of whom the less 
said the better; and knowing, had they 
taken the trouble, that Shepherd’s Bill was 
worthless for the intended purpose, and that 
it was the Government who brought in the 
Goldfields Amendment Bill, they in fact per- 
mitted themselves to be made the tools of 
two designing individuals. The miners as a 
class are a most respectable body of men, but 
unfortunately they take little interest in 
politics, not even enough to protect them 
from the tactics of adventurers. 

We have bad a new industry, a boot fac- 
tory, established here, that will well repay a 
visit. The heels and soles are cut to size by 
a machine working on the same principle as 
the printing press. The holes for the pegs 
are done by a powerful sewing machine, and 
the pieces required for the welts (I. believe 
they are called) are bevelled by another. 
The rapidity and neatness of the execution 
is something marvellous. As labour-savers 
they must he of great value ; and as the cus- 
tomers can have their measure taken by 
skilled workmen, this factory ought to give 
satisfaction. Thu proprietors, Messrs Myers 
and ilatt.iran, promise to turn out boots at 
greatly reduced prices, — a promise I believe 
thev will be able to fulfil. 

The Government havo definitely promised 
t.o commence the Kingston section of the 
rail way is soon as the plans can be got ready . 

The' Corporation have been served by the 
Supreme Court., at the suit of Mr Robertson, 
with a mandamus ordering them to show 
cause vhy thev should not levy a rate of 2s 
8d in the pound to pay for his water race. 
This will press heavy on the ratepayers, and 
Bering that we have got borrowing powers, it 
is a p tv that the matter could not be delayed 
for a few months. 1 hear they are trying to 
arraige with him. The town will have to 
pay £1200 for what is intrinsically worth 
abort £350. 

J; is reported that road maintenance is to 
be let by tender for the future. This is 
brmght about, I hear, by the numerous com- 
phints made that the laborers idled most of j 
of their time away. I expect all are blamed 
fir the 3ins of a few. 

I see that the Queenstown correspondent 
p the Dunslan Times states that our Clerk 
if the Court has very little to do. This is a 
malicious and most, unfounded statement. 



He iri not only one ef the hardest-worked, 
but also one of the most obliging officers in 
the Government service. In my experience 
of goldfields, and it is pretty extensive, I 
have seen tegular hours kept. The offices 
closed punctually at 4 p.m. This is the cus- 
tom or law here, but from pure kindness no 
one is turned away at the Queenstown office 
even if he came from the country at bed-time. 
The officer here has the work of Clerk of 
Resident, Police, and District Court to do, 
as well as collect the goldfields and agricul- 
tural lease revenue, and make out the me- 
teorological reports and returns. I. know 
from my own personal knowledge that he is 
unable to do all his office work between the 
usual hours, The Editor of the Dutwtan 
Times should make enquiries before inserting 
statements that every person in the Wakatip 
is in a position to contradict.

The Town Council has accepted the tender 
of Mr H. J. Cope, £9 9s, for acting a3 valu- 
ator for the next assessment. The contractor 
for forming and gravelling portion of the 
main road has commenced. 

Mr Fergus, District Engineer, is now in 
the district, so that we may look for contracts 
bring given out shortly ) and as but little 
cultivation is going an this season, our farm- 
ers will compete actively for them. 

The Arrow United new Company have se- 
veral men at work, on contract, cutting the 
long-projected flood race, which will be com- 
pleted in about a fortnight, when pumping 
will be resumed. This work is certain to 
have a beneficial effect upon the company’s 
prospects, as before the most of the surplus 
water flowing down Bush Creek found its 
way through the shingly formation, and had 
to he lifted by the pumps. I understand 
that Mr Elliott, the manager, has instructions 
to proceed energetically with the works, and 
with favorable weather we may hope to see 
this claim very shortly raising gold. 

The Universal Company, adjoining, have 
six men at work forming headrace, while 
others are engaged building the large water- 
wheel to drive the centrifugal pump. . The 
calls in this company, which is a purely local 
one, are punctually met, and every confidence 
in its ultimate success is indulged in. Many 
of its shareholders are men who have endured 
severe losses, and made great sacrifices by 
holding on to their claim for years sooner 
than relinquish their chance in it, and it is 
satisfactory to find that others with capital 
have united with them to give this ground a 
thorough trial. If they succeed, it will cause 
the discovery of the course taken by the lead 
through our flats, in which case alluvial min- 
ing would again become an important interest 
with us. The company are about to procure 
boring-rods for the purpose of furthering the 
prospecting of their ground ; they would also 
be available for searching for the extension 
of the lead through the fiat. 

The Sons of Fortune Company are now in 
with their main drive 360 feet, and are driv- 
ing in the old river-bed. The reef is getting 
softer, and the wash improving. 

In quartz mining operations are at present 
confined to the Crown Terrace Co., although 
many reefs have attracted attention lately, 
principally those in the Maeetown district. 
Prospecting is not far advanced, owing to the 
season. That locality, however, wilt very 
shortly have a good overhauling, but until 
crushing machinery is available both at the 
Arrow and Maeetown, it will be impossible 
to arrive at the value of the reefs already 
found and the numbers of others which are 
sure to te discovered. This view of the case 
is forcing itself upon those among us whose 
prosperity is dependent upon the progress of 
the neighborhood, and it is to be hoped that 
efforts will be made to procure machinery, as 
the numerous reefs already known to contain 
gold are sufficient to warrant its erection at 
once. 

From the Cardrona I learn that a case of 
some importance will be tried before the next 
District Court, that of T. Cotter v. Lafranchi, 
an appeal from the Warden’s Court. Thir- 
teen witnesses have been subpoenaed. Mr 
G. B, Band is taking steps to prospect the 
special claim known as the Great Extended. 
He proposes to work it by means of a com- 
pany similar to the Crown Terrace Q.M. Co. ; 
and the project deserves support, as the Car- 
drona is the best defined lead of gold in the : 
Province. It is certain that this claim will 
be no longer allowed to lie dormant, but will 
be tested, and may turn out fortunes to those 
enterprising enough to start it. Mr Bond 
and those interested with him have already 
incurred considerable expense in connection 
with the matter, so the claim should be put 
on a w-orking footing and the gold brought 
to light as speedily as possible. 

We have Mr St. Vincent’s company play- 
ing hero to-night to a very fair house, and 
another company — Wheeler’s— advertised to 
appear very shortly. Our population is j 
smaller than it was last season, so T fear that 
our professional friends will not find such 
profitable results as in past times. We are, 
however, glad to see them, as a little novelty 
land amusement is cheering when everything 
is so dull. The Dramatic Club talk of post- 
poning their performance of tho Octoroon, on 
account of the visit of the two professional 
companies, as the place can scarcely stand so 
many entertainments within a few days. 

From the Shotover I have to report that 
the Phcenix Company havo re-commenced 
crushing, and Mr Evans having returned 
from Dunedin will at once make arrange- 
ments for a fuller supply of water to the tur- 
! bins, so as to admit of 20 or 25 stamp-heads

getting to work, — a very . desirable result in 
view of the large quantity of Bplendid stone 
ready for crushing, The Shotover Company 
have issued a new prospectus, and intend to 
go to work in a spirited manner, for which 
they richly deserve success.

The Lowburn Sluicing Company are ei-

ABOLITION OF THB GOLD DUTY 
In the Assembly last week, while the 
fifteenth clause of the Abolition Billlvaa 
; under consideration, the question of rceal- 



fng the gold export duty came up, Sir 
George Grey proposed that the duty should 
altogether cease on the coming into force of 
the Local Government Bill ; while Mr J 1 . L. 
Shepherd urgijd an amendment that the tax 
should be reduced year by year until finally 
done away with, , The discussion that en- 
sued is thus reported : — • . ■< 

Sir George Grey, replying to tho Trea- 
surer’s statement that the miner would not be 
benefited by the repeal of the gold duty, 
showed that at least each miner would be 
relieved to the extent of 4d a day, which 
meant a loaf of bread to each miner and 
miner’s child. Would that be nothing ? Ho 
considered that now we could do away ’with 
this taxation, we ought at once to do so." 

The Treasurer replied, saying that now both 
the House and the country knew what value 
to put on any statement made by the honor- 
able member (Sir George Grey), He utterly 
denied having said anything whatever of the 
kind attributed to him by Sir George Grey, 
viz., that each man repays 4d a day as gold 
duty tax. What he said was that it would 
only benefit a few large companies, and that 
only to the extent of about 2£d a day per man, 
therefore the pathetic picture of a miner 
covered with sweat, coming from his labour to 
his starving children, and finding they- had 
lost a loaf a day, was all nonsense. He 
repeated in all sincerity that it was solely 
with a view to the interest of goldfields that 
he proposed tha measure, for he was sure that 
House would never consent to subsidise 
goldfields and not require them to pay their 
quota towards the increasing expenditure re- 
quired for public works in the district. 

Mr Shepherd said every gold miner he was 
sure was in favour of repeal of gold duty, 
while, at the same time, he would not object 
to be taxed for roads, Ac. A miner would 
rather pay LI extra to the Customs than pay 
this gold duty. The honorable gentleman 
hoped Kir George Grey would accept his 
amendment. 

Mr Harrison denied there was any 
universal cry against the abolition of the gold 
duty. He concurred in all said by the Trea- 
surer. 

Mr Swanson said no good would ensue 
from postponing the abolition of this duty till 
after next session. No gold would be ex- 
ported till then, but it would remain in the 
strong rooms of the Banks. 

Mr Bowen referred to a proposal by the 
Treasurer to withdraw the amendments, and 
bring in a Bill on which the question of duty 
or no duty could be debated on its merits, 
and outside the questions referred to in this 
clause of the Abolition Bill. 

Mr Mervyn would feel obliged to support 
Sir George Grey’s amendment, ik t vifcbstand- 
ing that he thought probably miners would 
themselves oppose the repeal of the duty 
after the statement made by the Treasurer. 

Mr Reid said be objected to Mr Shepherd's 
amendment because it was too much in the 
shape of a bribe for the members to go to 
their constituencies and say, “ If you do not 
vpte for one who approves the Abolition Bill, 
you will lose the repeal of the gold duty,” 

Mr Luckie thought the object of the gentle- 
man who proposed tha amendment (Sir Geo. 
Grey) was merely to cairn delay in passing - 
the Bill. Ho criticised the statement of Sir 
George, Grey about miners being taxed four- 
pence a day. It was all clap-trap, and 
absolutely untrue He should oppose both 
the amendments. 

, Sir George Grey said he hoped the Aboli- 
tion Bill would never como into operation. 
He believed that, as sure as he stood there, 
it never would; but he wished at the same 
time to point out that the clause for the 
repeal of the gold duty would, if his amend- 
ment were brought into operation, become a 
fact within one month of passing of the Bill, 
and would not be affected should the Bill be 
subsequently repealed. 

Mr Tribe considered Sir George Grey was 
raising an entirely false issue by his amend- 
ment. This was a clever and ingenious- 
device, by which he would not be led astray. 
He would oppose the amendment. 

Sir George Grey denied his amendment 
was the result of party action. If it were 
not carried he would not support Mr Shep- 
herd, but would immediately ask leave to 
introduce a Bill to repeal the gold duty, and 
also a Bill to give an almost freehold tenure 
to miners who were working in quartz claims. 
The honorable gentleman concluded by 
reiterating that ho was’ acting quite inde- 
pendently of any member in the House, and 
was actuated solely by the desire to remove 
a tax which he felt was obnoxious to the in- 
terest of the mining population. 

Sir George Grey’s amendment, on a divi- 
sion, was negatived by a majority of 17 — Ayes, 
22 ; nnes, 39. ■ 

Mr Shepherd's amendment was negatived 
by a majority of 35— Ayes, 14 ; noes, 49. 
The clause as previously amended was then 
passed.
